IVlTs  Chairman;  Ladies  and  Gentlemen. 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  of  the  Rural  District  of  Bromsgrove  during  the  year 
ended  31st  Decemiber  1962. 

The  general  health  of  the  population  remained  most 
satisfactory  o 

\ 

Primary  immunisation  against  diphtheria  of  children  under 
five  years  again  showed  a small  decrease  and  there  was  also 
a drop  in  the  number  of  re-inforcing  injections  that  were  done. 

The  number  of  children  vaccinated  against  smallpox  in  the 
first  year  fell  to  361  (541).  This  represents  52.7^  (82.7^) 
of  the  average  number  of  children  born  1962  - 1961.  This 
decrease  is  rather  surprising  in  view  of  the  .very .considerable 
increase  in  primary  vaccination  and  revaccination  in  other  age 
groups  which  resulted  from  the  smallpox  outbreaks  and  sporadic 
cases  in  other  parts  of  the  country. 

There  v/as  a natural  increase  of  population  (births  minus 
deaths)  of  352  (337)  which  suggests  an  influx  of  438  (383) 
(equivalent  to  130  families)  from  outside  the  District. 

The  number  of  applicants  on  the  Council's  housing  list 
again  increased  to  597  (549).  Of  the  total  nev/  houses  built 
during  the  year  only  26  (31)  were  constructed  by  the  Council, 
the  remaining  274  (167)  being  built  by  private  enterprise. 

I_  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  work  done 
by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  the  help  given  by  Officers 
of  other  Departments  and  the  assistance  given  by  yourself,

2 , ./ater  Supply 


The  Wiiole  supply  of  main  water  in  the  District  is  now  the 
responsibility  of  various  statutory  water  undertakings,  the 
supply  to  iidams  Hill,  Clent  being  taken  over  by  the  Stourbridge 
and  District  './ater  Board  on  1st  April. 

Most  of  the  houses  in  the  district  were  supplied  v/ith  main 
piped  Vi/ater  supplies  which  Vi/ere  satisfactory  in  quality  and 
quantity.  There  vjere  still,  however,  many  dwellings  and  farm 
premises  with  only  well  water  supplies.  These  v;ell  supplies 
were  to  a large  extent  unsatisfactory,  and  householders  were 
advise!  to  boil  the  water  before  use. 


Routine  sampling  of  drinking  water  from  private  wells  and 
springs  for  bacteriological  and  chemical  analysis  Vi/as  continued 
durir^g  the  year.  The  results  Vi/ere  very  poor;  60^  v-jere 
bacteriologically  unsatisfactory  while  13^  were  chemically 
unsatisfactory, 

Sampling  at  source  of  main  supplies  was  done  by  the  Water 
Undertakings,  but  consumer  samples  were  taken  from  time  to  time 
in  the  District.  All  were  satisfactory.

iVIr  o Cho-lrman,  Ladios  and  Gontlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1962  and  would  comm^-nt 
briefly  on  some  public  health  aspects  of  the  year. 

Improvement  Grants  During  the  year  the  Council  agreed  to  the 
giving  of  the  maximum  grant  on  application  for  Discretionary 
Grants.  8 applications  were  approved  and  work  at  22  houses  was 
completed,  bringing  the  total  of  houses  Improved  by  this  scheme 
to  286. 

'Twenty  eight  Standard  Grants  wore  approved  and  work  was 
completed  at  16  houses,  bringing  the  total  under  this  scheme  to 
62.  This  makes  a grand  total  of  348  houses  improved  by  help 
of  grant  in  the  District. 

■■"■'at or  Supply  ‘.‘aator  main  extensions  were  completed  during  the 
^^ar  at  Beoloy  in  the  Bransons  Cross,  Gorcott  Hill  and  port'way 
areas  and  also  at  i/oodcoto,  Dodford.  ■iV  start  was  made  on 
connecting  houses  thereto  and  52  existing  houses  were  connected 
to  the  mains  during  the  year. 

iviains  wore  also  laid  in  connection  with  the  V/alton  Pool, 

Vine  Lane  and  Rurabow  schemes,  but  these  were  not  available  for 
connection  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

;'.Ieat  and  other  foods  ./ork  of  Improvem.ont  to  the  five  slaughter- 
houses v;as  carried  out  and  the  Construction  Regulations  wore 
Drought  into  operation  as  from  1st  ^'^pril. 

Routine  visits  were  paid  to  food  shops  etc.  and  a good 
standard  is  maintained  generally. 

Drainage  ^^^Ithough  it  was  not  possible  to  make  a start  on  any 
of  the  propos  ed  sewage  disposal  schemes  listed,  the  Council  did 
however  approve  an  extension  of  the  Fairfield  schem.e  to  take 
in  the  Council  houses  at  otoneybridge  where  the  present  disposal 
is  unsatisfactory. 

The  routine  v;ork  of  inspection-,  investigation  cf  complaints 
-jtc.  has  continued  norm.ally  throughout  the  year. 

I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairmian  and 
^■'b-mbers  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  help  and 
interest  in  .the  work  of  the  Department.

./ork  was  completed  at  22  houses  and  grants  totalling  £5,555 
v/ere  certified  for  payment.

■fwenty-eight  applications  were  approved  and  one  \jcis  still 
under  consideration  o.t  the  end  of  the  year.  Certificates  for 
payment  of  ^rants  totalling  £2,038._8s.  v/ere  issued  in  respect 
of  16  houses,

MOVEA  BLE  DWELL I NGS 


The  total  number  of  moveable  dwellings  in  permanent  occupation 
throughout  the  District  was  over  500,  mainly  modern  trailer 
caravans . 

'ihe  demand  for  ^this  type  of  accomreodation  arose  mainly  from 
persons  not  previously  resident  in  the  District.

SLilUGHTER  OF  LNI^LS  ACT 

Twenty  licences  to  slaughter  animals  were  issued  undtr 
tne  above  Act  during  the  year. 
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HOUSE  DRi'- INAGE 


Fifteen  existing  houses  vi/ere  connected,  to  sewers  and  3 were 
drained  to  cesspools. 

Also  288  new  houses  were  connacted  to  servers  and  12  to  cesspools. 

The  question  of  providing  sev»/ers  to  various  parts  of  the 
District  and  improving  disposal  works  where  necessary  was 
considered  by  the  Council  during  the  year, 

ViiATER  SUPPLY 

Two  samples  of  main  water  \iero  submitted  for  bacteriological 
and  chemical  examination^  and  were  satisfactory. 

'Twenty-one  samples  of  wa,ter  from  private  vi/ells  and  springs 
V'/ero  submitted  for  both  cheraical  and  bacteriological  examination; 
of  these  19  were  chemically  satisfactory  and  10  bac teri ologictilly 
satisfactory.  2 were  chemically  unsatisfactory  and  11 
bacter iologic;ally  unsatisfactory . 

'Twelve  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination 
only;,  of  which  3 were  satisfactory  and  9 unsatisfactory. 

One  sample  was  taken  for  cnemlcal  examination  only. 

Thiruy-two  existing  premises  were  connected  to  the  water  m.ain 
in  the  course  of  1962. 

total  of  18,742  yards  of  nc'W  mains  were  laid  by  the  various 
'.ater  Undertakings  within  the  District  during  the  year.  This 
includes  extensions  at  Walton  Pool  and  Rumbow,  Clent,  but  these 
wore  not  available  for  connection  during  the  year-.  The  Gorcott 
■Lill  and  Portway  schemes  In  Beoley  and  Y/oodcote,  Dbdford  wore 
carriad  out  and  a start  was  made  on  connecting  houses  thereto. 

T.he  other  extensions  were  principally  to  supply  new 
development  in  V/ythall,  Alve church  and  Hagley, 

There  is  still  the  need  to  provide  ruain  v;ater  to  the 
considerable  number  of  houses  in  the  district  in  urgent 
rmed  of  piped  water  supply.

promises  anu  109  at  agricultural  pr-emisos  were 
successfully  treated. 

During  the  year  the  Council  continu.ed  to  provide 
a free  service  for  the  destruction  of  > ats  at  private 
dwellings,  but  in  the  case  of  business'  premises  a 
charge  v/as  madcj  as  previously. 

The  service  was  fully  used  and  in  addition  a 
considora.ble  number  of  visits  v;ere  made  for  survey 
purposes  by  the  Operative. 

Fifty  one  contracts  wore  made  for  the  treatment  of 
business  o.nd  agricultural  premises  during  the  year  and 
the  income  from  this  source  amounted  to  £286. 

Frequent  inspections  of  the  refuse  tips  and  sev/age 
'works  v/ere  carri  .d  out  throughout  the  year  and 
necessary  treatments  carried  out  by  the  Operative. 

Due  to  the  co-operation  of  the  public,  possibly 
because  of  the  free  service,  95  infestations  'were 
notified.  These  were  in  early  stages  and  'were  thus  only 
■of  a minor  natu^’o?  but  it  soemis  essential  to  continue 
the  service  to  prevent  any  large-sca.le  build-up.
